number to have left one community within, 
i week for a new home and liberty in the;

Some of them had here secured by their; 
industry homes of their own', and were liv- 
ing rebukes on the libel that these people

when the week closed. 'A partyj(|-1.hirty 
were concealed for several.clays in the hold 
of a schooner, whose destination was the 
other side of the lake, but which was wind- 
hound in this harbor.

anxious to go, for whoso transportation, 
late in the week, preparations, were made 
in the contract with the Michigan Southern 
railroad, to take them through to Detroit 
in freight, caboose cars, at an average of 
$2 a piece.

exodus as no city in the United States ever 
saw before. . While the church bells were 
calling our congregations to praise and 
prayer, the same was the signal for a great 
gathering at the Baptist church on the cor' 
ner of Buffalo street and Eclina Place, most 
remarkable iu its character. The house, a 
neat structure erected by our colored resi- 
dents, was densely packed.

were impressive and deeply affecting.

occasion was to be the farewell of the one 
hundred and fifteen who were to leave by 
the train at 6 P. M. for Canada/That 
quarter of the city is largely inhabited by 
colored residents, on Edina Place and Buf- 
falo street, and these were, out in full force.

Many of the better class brought 
from their homes provisions for the store of 
these poor piigrims, many little trinkets and 
keepsakes were exchanged, and God bless 
yon's and good byes—very like white folks, 
under similar circumstances, arid at Delft 
Haven it might have been nearly the same, 
very like indeed.

The Prospect Ahead. 


It is evident that a crisis lias arrived in 


the aGBairs of the national government.— 
The president has delayed the enforeement 
of the laws in the rebellious states; they 
have had ample time to reconsider their 
rash acts and conform to the requirements 
of the national constitution j bat it is use- 
less to put off the execution of the laws 
with a hope of reconciliation. Those who 
have usurped the direction of affairs in the 
seceding states manifest no disposition to 
agree to any/terms of reconciliation, and 
the only course left for the administrrtion 
is the vigorous enforcement of the laws. 


If fraternal blood is shed in accepting 


this dire alternative, certainly no blame can 
be attached to ;the -administration of Mr. 
Lincoln ; the responsibility will rest>olely 
upon the misguided people of the seceding 
states.-

-. Jtis possible,, nay probable, that-? civil 
wnr will bV the consequence of this deplor- 
able stata of things. Let it come, then, 
'mil be the answer of every friend . of .the 
country ; let us accept the horrors of civil 
strife for a season-rather than national dis- 
honor and the loss of our self-respect. 


In addition to the internal troubles of the 


country, our foreign relations are not alto- 
gether satisfactory. 
European nations ap- 


pear to be anxious to take advantage of our 
misfortunes, and rumors are rife that naval 
forces are to be sent to our coasts, to reap 
whatever fruits they can from American dis- 
sentions. The Mexican nation, remember- 
ing with bitterness the result of the late 


, war upon them by this country, is prepar- 
ing to invade Texas, to reclaim the territo- 
ry taken from them. 


Such being the circumstances which sur- 


round us—civil war at home and attacks 
threatened from abroad in consequence of 
bur supposed weakness—it becomes every 
American^ who would uphold tho old flag 
and save our nationality from destruction, 
to rally around our government at Wash 
ingtOD,-and sustain it. 


It seems eminently proper, in view of 


clangers so threatening, that our legislature, 
which is fortunately now in session, should 
manifest its sympathy with the government, 
by proper resolves, as well as bysnch legis- 
lation as the necessities of the case demand. 
We trust'that our'military laws will be 
amended so as to enable the state to pre- 
pare1 for efficient actionj and measures be 
taken that Wisconsin may bear her share in 
the coming conflict for the supremacy of 
law and order in^the national union.

.WASHINGTON, April 6. 


Lieut. Talbot, the special messenger of 


Major Anderson, arrived here early this 
morning. He was immediately taken to 
the, White House by Secretary Cameron.— 
The information he brought induced the 
president to convene an extra cabinet meet- 
ing, which remained iu session nearly two 
hours. Nothing has yet transpired as to 
the precise character of the dispatches. . 


Much.significance is justly attributed to 


the failure of a. number of members of the 
Virginia legislature, who came here to<urge 
a continuation of the present military stat- 
us of the south, to obtain satisfactory assu- 
rances at an interview they had with the 
president last evening. 


Mr, Segar, one of their number, openly 


declared this morning that they could do 
nothing with the executive, and that the 
country was on ihe brink of civil war. 


The arguments before tha naval court 


martial in the case of Commodore Arm- 
strong, were concluded this morning by the 
well known criminal pleader, P. Phelps, of 
this city, with a brilliant effort in behalf of 
the accused. 


The trial has been one of the most re- 


markable on record. . It was a most touch-

CALIFORNIA UNION RESOLUTION'S.—The 


following is the official synopsis of the res- 
olutions adopted by the California legisla- 
ture by a vote of 40 to 22 : 


Resolved, By the assembly, the senate 


concurring : First, The withdrawal of a 
state from its membership and obligations 
in the Federal Union, in defiance of the 
general government, can only be accom- 
plished .by a successful resistance to .-the 
whole power of the United States. Second, 
Decent respect to'the opinions of the peo- 
ple of the civilized world, and the instinct 
rf self-preservation, demands that the Uni- 
ted States government should use all the 
power necessary, to euforce obedience to its 
[aws, and to protect its property. Third, 
The people of the state of California will 
sustain and uphold the constitutionally, 
elected officers of the United States gov-. 
ernment in all constitutional efforts to pre- 
serve the integrity of the Union, and to eu-. 
force obedience to the acts of congress and 
:he decisions of the courts. After the laws 
lave been enforced, and the power and au- 
thority of the con stitutiqn and govern ment of 
;he United States recognized and acknowl- 
edged, every feeling of nationality-and 
brotherhood demands that such compro raises 
as are consistent with justice shall be made 
for the purpose of restoring that harmony 
which should characterize the people of ,;a 
common country.1

An Old Landmark Going. 


The building of Jackman & Smith, on 


thu corner of Main and Milwaukee street, 
the removal of which has commenced, is 
one of the old landmarks of Janesville. It 
was built by Charles Stevens in the spring 
of 1843. 
Thefrst occupants on the main 


floor were J. B. Doe for a general merchan- 
dise business and J. L. Kimball as post- 
master. They continued in occupancy un- 
til July 1845, when Jackman & Smith re- 
moved into it with a stock of goods and 
Tfho prosecuted a large and successful busi- 
ness until March 1854. 
Jackman & Smith 


•were succeeded by Jackman, (" Young Hi,") 
Parker & Co., who occupied until Februa- 
ry 1856, when the Bock County Bank rent- 
ed it and remained in it until it was vaca- 
ted preparatory to its departure for its new 
location. 


The second floor has had a variety of oc- 


cupants arid been devoted to a variety of 02^; seed, choice soass. 
business. In the front rooms, A. Hyatt 
Smith Had his law office 
from 
June 


1343 to July 1845. 
From July 1845 to 


' January 1848, Seeley & Close adorned the 


outer man with new and fashionable cloth- 
ing. 
Here the telegraph first revealed its !jgnt and heavy, 


mysteries, and worked its wonders from 
1848 to 1850. 
Smith, Parker & Tallman 


counseled in the law and served their cli- 
ents from 1850 to 1S53. 
From 1853 to 


1856, the tax records of the county were 
kept by David I. Daniels. From 185G to 


1SG1, 
Dr. M. B. Johnson relieved pain by 


inflicting a momentary greater one as a 
dentist, and renewed the teeth age or decay 
had impaired. 


The rear room has a special interest to 


us. In 1845, the first newspaper in Janes- 


- .ville was printed in it, by our old associate 


and partner, Levi Alden. From 1843 to 
1850, the Gazette weekly disseminated 
wholesome truth and sound doctrine, when 
a larger room was required, and the print- 
ing office gave way to Justice Bates, un- 
til the Justice, in bis turn growing in im- 
portance and wealth, removed into one of 


• his own buildings. 
From tbence until 


now. Jackman & Smith, laving remodeltd 
the room, occupied it as their general busi- 
ness office. 


Snch is the brief sketch of the history of 


this building. Its removal takes away a 
familiar object, though, like the first log 
cabin of many a hardy pioneer, it will be 
replaced by a costly aad beautiful struc- 
ture which will adorn the town and attest 
the prosperity of its owners.
